Why is it that Atlanta Lacks an Ice 
Supply. 

For some time past daily complaints 
have beeu uttered by our cilizens concerning ihe 
inenfficieney of the ice supply in Atlanta and 
the variableness that as Caar:cterized the prices: 
for that necessiry commodity. This is not the 
first season when similar complaints have been 
made,end the public would, at the least, be 
gratified to know why it is that they are thue 
perycd. 

THE UNCERTAIN SUPPLY. 

It has happeaed during the past two or three 
weeks that several deys have passed wh. n not a 
pooni of ice could be bought in ihe city. The 
dealers have received iheir supplies by car- 
loais, and dealt it cut to their custo 
mers in suca &@ way #8 to. rapidiy 
exhaust theirsiimstock Wiithample cellars and 
boxes ior keeping a full suppiy on hand, they do 
noi appear to appreciate the inconvenience and 
anuoyance to whica they ere subjcciing those 
whom they seek to serve. Weare advised that 
the ice-dealers say they cannot get a constant 
supply from the ships below. This, to say the 
least, ia a singular excuse, because Augusta and 
Other cities have 

PLENTY AND TO PPARE. 

Many of our bar-meu have opened connec 
ticns with the Augusta ice company and have 
been daily receiving their supplies by express, 
Others have sent as far as Montgomery for their 
ice. Ail the ice manufactured here, we believe, 
is taken by tue brewery, and thusour people 
must rely upon the ice men, Under these cir- 
cumstances it would be their better policy to 
keep on hand the fuilest poesible supply. 

THE DANCING PRICES 

form another complaint. The price at the ice- 
houses ig nominully 144 cents per pound, but 
rea ly, we learn, persons are charged three cents 
perpound Forthis charge many fail to finda 
reason thatis satisfactory. In Augusta it is sold 
at one cent per pound and the express company 
deliveri, here at 35 and 40 cents per bundred. 
This is cheaper than it is sold, even at the best, 
io Our city. 

This is a mat‘er that needs attention and we 
trusi the Compiaints may soon be met and gat- 
isfactorily ended .

and his eye fiashed somewhat fiercely. 
I wish I could photograph for you that Satur- 
day night meeting. Ali iw passion, its wire 
pulling, its stubbornness, ites gush and its 
tricking in both mdes—all these thiags wold 
make material fora fiaesitire on our political 
machinery Assoonas Mr. Mabry, the chair- 
man, Cailoi the meeting to order Freeman, of 
Troup, rose and offered a resolution to adjoura 
to meet iu Newnan the fourth Tuesdayin Sep- 
tember in crder that the delegates might con- 
sult with the people, and that Carroll county 
migbt select a delegation that would not be 
thrown out for irreguianty of its election . 
Governor Smith clamped down on the resolu- 
tioa with his parliamentafy pipcers. He said: 
* It will require a suspension of the rules. The 
order is bauoting and not resolutions.” 
This poiat did not stop the Harris-mcn a min- 
ute. They were ready forit. Freeman moved 
to suspend the rules, A question rose as to what 
vote it required to do 60.

Cries of ‘‘Hurrah for Harris!" were mingled 
with cheers fora dozin other gentismen, and a 
general commentary on the convention. Som 
of the delegates stopped vutside an ‘ <alked over 
the matters they had so hotly disputed inside 
and around each would gather a knot of inter- 
ested listeners. To the usual Cissipations of 
Saturday ni*ht was udded an intense excilte- 
ment, in which each man seemed to feel a per- 
sonal interest. Sometimes it seemed that words 
would wax warm enough to lead to troubie but 
as faras 1 know the gas all e:caped and did no 
hara. 
The convention is to be held egain io Newnan 
on the fourth Tuesday in September. There will 
be a hard fight in Carroll county between Mr P 
F Smiih, of Coweta, and Hon H R Harris, of 
Meriwether. 1f Mr Harris secures C.rroli’s four 
votes he will have in the Newnan, conven- 
tiou twenty-one and one-third votes. It will taxe 
25 to nominate, so he will need just as many 
vov.ers as he did in Columbus, 
If Mr. Smith gets Carroll’s votes tne opposi- 
tion to Mr. Harris will have 20% votes agains’ 
bim to 17}; 1n his favor.

very bitter feeling. It is aleo very doubtful if 
the Harris men will ygeli to anybody, and if 
they do not there will of course be no nomina- 
tion.

The Case of Brand—Grenada’s Misery

The general council had a special 
meeting yesterday at 8 p. m. at the office of the 
mayor for the purpose of considering the sani- 
tary and relief measures necessary in the prea 
ent crisis. Atlanta is sougbt as a refuge by 
many who have fled from the face of the yellow 
fever pestilence, and already severai cases of the 
disease have been imported into our midst. In 
view af this fact and of the doubt which 
many feel as to the real possibility of yellow 
fever living and spreading in our atmosphere, 
the council wisely determined to adopt such pre- 
cautions and methods of relief as eccasion 
might make necessary. 

NOMINATING THE NUISANCES. 
All the members of the council except Alder. 
mau Jones and Councilmen Flynn and Hanye 
Were present. Upon the statment of the 
objects of the meeting by the mayor, it was 
found thatali present felt the need of prompt 
ac’ion in the matter, 
The mayor proposed an ordinance, which was 
adopted and ie published cfiicially elsewhere; in 
which the number and character of pubiic 
nuisances are enlarged and stated. Among 
them are slaughter houses, si ck- 
yards and pig pens; the throwing 
of garbage, dead atimals and  fowis, 
and putrid water into the streets. etc. All these 
things are to be abated wi.hin six hours after 
notice and to create or maintain euch nuisances 
will be to subject the off-nder to a fine of $100 
and cosis. We call the attention of al. our 
read-re to the ordinance and warn them that the 
police are to be specially instructed to rigidly 
enforce its provisions.

DISBASE 1S DIRT. 


Generally speaking it is no exagger- 
ation to say that disease in its last 
analysis is dirt. Beside the eficcts ol 
aye, it is doubtful whether the :emain 
der of! human af_lictions is not strictly 
attributable to dirt. “Filth of one kind 
or another is at least the chief source of 
disease. This much will not be quea- 
tioned by a single’ intelligent per- 
eon, jfor we ‘may see _ iliustra- 
tions every day. In New Orleans 
at this moment the yellow ecourge is al- 
most wholly bounded by the filth lines. 
It is raging in the filthieat sections of the 
filthy first, fourth and sixth districts, 
while the cleanly third districiis nearly 
free of it, although the fever has been 
epidemic in the filthy portions of the 
eity fully a month, For similar reasons 
the fever cannot gain a foothold in the 
northern cities that were frequently 
ravaged by it a generation ago. Those 
cities have come to a true appreciation 
of cleanliness ; they are well drained, 
their houses well ventilated asa rule,and 
the fizst principles of hygiene generally 
observed instead of being generally neg 
lected, 

We are compelled io admit that the 
following criticiem, taken from the 
New York Tribune, is. not entirely un 
deseryed: “In many southern towns 
and villages there has béen no advance; 
there is in them an ail-abonnding lux 
ury of filth, such as northerners who do 
not travel can -hardly-imagine. There 
is usaally no pretence at any uncer- 
ground drainage; the houses, set on 
piles above the ground, aresurrounded 
by luxuriant roses and magnolias, with 
the ecent of which mingle odors of the 
agezregated abominations of generations, 
reeking . barn- yards, green stagnant 
pools festering in the tropical sunshine ; 
pigs, fleas,and black beetles are the 
onl: scavengers. There is tod. much in 
the ‘idbits of many southerners to ren« 
der .hem an easy prey to this especial 
torm of disease. Even delicate children 
are fed on fried meats, corn bread, and 
black ccffee ; and a siuggish, inactive 
life promotes the undtie access of bile 
into the system.” To the filthy chick- 
en-selling districts of New Oriesns, 
the oczy under-the-blafis districis 
of Vicksburg and Memphis, and to the 
indescribable condition of dirty little 
Grenada, can be traced beyond the 
shadow of mistake the desolating 
scotirges that now exist in this country. 
On account of the hot suns the south 
shoald be the fartherest advanced in 
the art of cleanlimess; whereas it is a 
sad but indieputable fact that it is a 
laggard in the race to- 
wards the goal of sanitary 
perfection. The penalty of sanitary neg- 
lect must therefore be paid, and 4a good 
installment is demanded by outraged | 
nature this summer, 

Let not Atlanta think that she is not 
as other southern cities are. She is in 
fact the worst one or the entire number. 
She abso.utely has no ccmprebensive 
system of removing filth. Nine-tenths 
of the city is absolutely innocent of any 
progressive sanitary step. Every block 
contains pig7pens, filthy  stalis, 
pens of animals for slaughter, 
decayed water closets, or other filth 
laboratories. Weare verging towards 
a city of 50.000 people, and yet to day 
we are in the back woods as far as sani« 
tary reform is concerned. We must 
throw off our rustic habits habits that 
may be maintained with impunity in 
hamlets, but which lead straight to dis.- 
ease and death in a crowded popula- 
‘tion. . Our sanitary situation must be 
remodeled. Nuisances must be driven 
by the wholesale out of the city’s lim- 
its, and a comprehensive system for the 
removal of filth inaugurated, We have 
gone on inviting death to enter in until 
the old scythe-bearer is at our doors, 
Che people demand a change, and woe 
t? the men in authority who carelessly 
lst these busy and enterprising people 
drift to an epidemic that would ruin 
the reputation that the city is natu- 
rally entitled to, when it can easily be

Besides, the scene upon which | was ushered 
and the spot where I was entefriained, is one of 
surpassing beauty. Chautauqua lake is a water- 
ing place cf great repute and of popular resort. 
Every summer thousands from all'‘the neighbor- 
ing states gather on the beautiiul grounds of the 
encampment of the association. I kaow of noth- 
ing in all the states just like this association. 
As Isaidin my first speech to the multitade 
which welcomed me, I was puzzied to give it a 
name Sermons from the abiest divines in the 
land, lectures from scientific men, addresses to 
Sunday school teachers, and I don’t know what 
besides, gO to make up the ways in which the 
time is passed for nearly a month every sum- 
mer at Fair Point.”’’ 

** PEACE AND GOOD WILL,”’ 

**“Governor, how do the people you meet feel 
toward us of the south, as far as you could 
jearn ?”’ 

The governor responded promptly and with 
smiling enthusiasm : 

“If what I saw, and heard, and felt at Chan- 
taugqna Can pass as ¢vidence, then I can assure 
you that the kind: st feelings are entertained for 
us. It cannot be possible for such indications 
and such professious as those which I bes, 
witness to prove delusive I am sure the 
people desire peace and good will, and are call- 
ing for these things; and soon We may expeci to 
see the politicians settirg their sails to catch 
this wind.”’ 

“Did you hear politics murh discussed during 
your trip?” 

**I heard very little said of politics at Fair 
Point, but before reaching that spot and 
after leaving it I had many and excellent oppor- 
tunitics of hearing directly from the masses. It 
would, no doubt, be interesting had I the time 
to give you, justas they occurred during my 
journey,many little episodes illustrative of pop- 
ular feeling.”’ 

GOING IN FOR GRANT. 

“Did you learn anything of the contemplated 
effort to put Grant again upon the track jor prem 
ident ?’’ 

“I think that everything points to Grant as 
the pext republican candidate for the preside::- 
cy. I say this from what I saw, or thonght I 
saw, of movements among the leaders. But I 
give it as my firm convictioa that Grant has icst 
his hold, if be ever had any, upon the laboring 
classes. These believe the ex-president to be, 
not only the exponent of a strong government, 
butas the pronounced representative. of the 
rich bond-holder. It has got into the head of 
the poor laborer that what the moneyed class 
want with Grant are his iron will and military 
notions to repress the manifestations of that dis- 
content, which is widening and deepeniiug every 
day, atthe materia) condition of the country 
and the hardships of the pcor working man " 

PARTIES NOT TO BE IGNORED. 

“By the way, governor, speaking of the work- 
ingmen, what do you think of the position of 
the greenback and iabor reform party ?’’ 

The governor, whose sympathies go out so 
freely to all who burdened and in distress, 
feelingly replied : 

“Depend upon it, sir, we ought not to ignore 
the greenback and labor movement. When 
men’s children cry themselves to sleep for bread, 
a tens of thousands are said to do these days 
men’s minds very often take hold of very smal! 
reasons. It cannot be denied that the poor, out 
of bread and out of work, ere holding the gov-~ 
ernment respopaible for their sad condition. 
Nothing presents more plausible arguments of 
crimination than the financial situation, and 
hence the greenback movement, or the restric 
tion of the hours of Jabor, or simost anything is 
seized hold of by the crowd and ite leaders which 
proves mismanagement or relie!.’’ 

THE LABORER'S HOPE. 

“Which of the existing parities, governor, is 
most likely to suffer from this movement?” 

“Tam decided in my opinion that these labor 
agitations are more menacing to the party ip 
power than to the democracy, because the pede 
ple who are now suffering from the stagnation 
of business realize that in the times of the tri- 
umphb and rule of democratic politica the trou- 
bles of this day did not afflict them ; and more 
than this, they feel that ail the traditions and 
principles of the democracy tell of a broad sym- 
pathy for all who seek an honest living in a fair 
way. If, without a eompromise of the duty we 
owe to these principles and traditions, we cheer 
the down- cast (snd it may be the down-troddep) 
by the promise of a pure democratic administra 
tion of the general government, I have no doubt 
that thousands of those now talking of a‘ na- 
tional’ party will rally to the democratic banner, 
and find their hopes realized in a democratic 
yictory.”’
